The  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Endemic  Diseases 

Section  for  the  Year  1935 


1.—  ANKYLOSTOMA  AND  BILHARZIA  BRANCH 


New  Units 

There  were  no  new  units  inaugurated  during  the  year  and  in  spite  of  the  56  ankylostoma 
units  now  working  and  moving  in  villages;  it  is  intended  to  increase  the  number  of  units 
as  far  as  financial  resources  allow  in  order  to  meet  the  need  of  idle  Fellaheen  for  the  treatment 
of  parasites. 


New  Patients  treated 

The  total  number  of  patients  seeking  treatment  during  the  year  was  759.735,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  665,799  during  the  previous  year,  with  an  increase  of  14  per  cent  in  spite  of : — 

(1)  The  suspension  of  the  treatment  of  ascaris  for  some  time  during  the  year  until 
sufficient  quantities  of  chenopodium  and  castor  oils  have  been  imported  for  use  as  a  sub¬ 
stitute  for  carbon  tetrachloride  in  the  treatment  of  ascaris. 

(2)  The  occupation  of  the  Fellaheen  in  eliminating  the  pest  of  the  cotton  crop. 

(3)  Treatment  of  many  cases  by  the  district  and  village  hospitals  in  addition  to 

their  work. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  for  bilharziasis  was  354,347  to  whom  3.444,130  injec¬ 
tions  were  given  and  the  number  of  patients  treated  for  helmenthiasis  was  183,020. 

The  forbiddance  of  private  practice  by  the  medical  officers  of  the  Section  had  been 
a  prominent  factor  in  increasing  the  number  of  patients  seeking  treatment. 

Units  were  also  sent  to  remote  villages  away  from  easy  communications,  thus  bringing 
the  treatment  of  parasites  to  the  door  of  the  majority  of  the  Fellaheen. 

Reference  vTas  made  in  the  seventh  Annual  Report  for  1934  to  the  suspension  of  treat¬ 
ment  of  certain  parasites  ;  during  1935,  treatment  of  the  following  parasites  wTas  resumed  : — 

(1)  Enterobius  vermicularis  (oxyuris). 

(2)  Taenia  saginata. 

(3)  Hymenolepis  nana. 

f 4)  Trichostrongylus. 


Educational  Missions 

During  the  year  a  medical  officer  was  sent  to  Europe  on  a  practical  mission  for  the 
study  of  helminthology  for  one  year  beginning  from  the  8th  January  1935. 

Economy 

(a)  The  Section  always  endeavours  to  procure,  gratis,  lands  for  the  erection  of  the 
travelling  units,  either  by  donation  or  by  pitching  them  in  the  yards  of  the  district  or 
village  hospitals,  thus  large  sums  of  money  destined  for  rents  are  economised. 
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( b )  Every  effort  is  exercised  by  the  Section  to  minimise  the  cost  of  treatment  of 
patients.  The  following  shows  the  steps  pursued  by  the  Section  regarding  experiments 
on  tents  to  preserve  them  from  decay : — 

(1)  During  the  inspection  of  the  ankylostoma  units,  it  was  observed  that  the  outer 
roofs  of  some  of  the  tents  were  dotted  with  black  spots,  varying  in  size. 

The  resistance  of  the  cloth  at  such  spots  diminished  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  easily 
pierced  by  light  pressure. 

(2)  Some  threads  were  taken  from  these  spots  and  microscopically  examined.  It 
was  discovered  that  the  cause  of  deterioration  is  the  growth  of  a  plant  called  “  Fungus  ” 
of  the  “  Aspergillus  55  species. 

(3)  This  has  revealed  that  the  principal  cause  of  the  rapid  decay  of  tents  might  be 
due  to  that  plant. 

(4)  The  Imperial  Chemical  Industries  Company  in  Cairo  was  approached  with  a  view  to 
provide  detailed  particulars  regarding  “  shirlan,  ”  a  drug  recommended  by  the  Mycological 
Section  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  The  Imperial  Chemical  Industries  Co.  advised 
the  use  of  “  Shirlan  55  N.A.,  in  conjunction  with  “  Perminal  W.”  for  spraying  the  tents  by 
means  of  a  fumigation  pump. 

(5)  Free  samples  of  these  drugs  were  supplied  by  the  Agency  for  trial. 

(0)  The  experiment  was  proceeded  with  at  Dessuk  Ankylostoma  Unit  where  two 
new  tents  were  supplied  for  the  purpose.  One  of  the  two  tents  was  sprayed  with 
the  drug  for  six  months  as  from  December  8,  1934,  while  the  other  was  left  to  nature  with 
no  treatment  whatsoever,  for  control.  The  solution  used  was  prepared  as  follows  : — 

Shirlan  N.A .  18  grms. 

Perminal  W .  18  ,, 

Water .  6  litres. 

(7)  Spraying  of  the  tent  was  regularly  resumed  once  every  ten  days  after  Increasing 
the  quantity  as  follows  :  — 

Shirlan  N.A .  24  grms. 

Perminal  W .  24  „ 

Water .  8  litres. 

(8)  After  the  lapse  of  six  months,  the  experiment  was  found  satisfactory.  The 
untreated  tent  showed  the  existence,  in  excess,  of  the  fungus  mildew  on  all  its  parts,  espe¬ 
cially  those  exposed  to  the  Northern  winds  which  were  more  affected,  while  the  sprayed  tent 
was  completely  free  from  any  fungi  growths. 

(9)  In  order  to  report  decisively  on  the  success  of  the  experiment,  the  spraying  was 
continued  for  a  further  period  of  three  months,  until  the  Nile  flood  was  due  and  the  degree 
of  humidity  was  higher. 

(10)  The  result  after  that  period,  was  very  satisfactory.  The  parts  of  the  tent  sprayed 
every  ten  days  bore  no  traces  of  the  mildew  for  nine  months,  while  the  other  tent,  which 
was  left  to  nature,  was  found  full  of  fungus  which  caused  its  deterioration.  Even  the 
untreated  parts  of  the  sprayed  tent  were  found  affected. 

(11)  It  was  found  that  the  annual  cost  of  solution  necessary  to  preserve  a  two-pole 
tent  was  about  L.E.3  ;  the  cost  of  a  pound  of  Shirlan  N.A.,  being  420  milliems  and  that  of 
Perminal  being  130  mrlliems. 

(12)  A  report  on  these  proceedings  was  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  The 
Mycological  Section  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  commended  the  very  interesting  account 
prepared  by  the  Endemic  Diseases  Section  on  the  treatment  of  tents  from  fungus  by  “  Shir¬ 
lan  ”  solution  which  were  of  special  value  to  that  Section.  It  recommended  the  use  of  a 
simple  spraying  pump  which  cost  L.E.  1  only  in  substitution  of  the  ordinary  pump  which 
cost  L.E.  3. 

(13)  The  adoption  of  this  method  was,  however,  postponed  in  all  branches  of  the 
Department  until  results  of  spraying  the  tents  once  a  month  were  obtained  with  a  view 
to  reducing  the  expenses  to  a  minimum.

II.— TUBERCULOSIS  BRANCH 
New  Units  Inaugurated 

During  the  year,  a  third  chest  diseases  dispensary  was  inaugurated  in  Cairo,  at  Khalifa 
District,  on  Junel,  1935.  Early  in  1936  a  dispensary  will  be  opened  at  Assiut  in  addition 
to  another  proposed  to  be  opened  the  same  year  at  Damanhour. 

Fouad  Sanatorium,  Helwan 

Special  arrangements  were  made  for  the  admission  of  poor  patients  to  the  third  non¬ 
paying  class  at  Helwan  Sanatorium,  through  the  chest  diseases  dispensaries,  from  among 
the  cases  suitable  for  sanatorial  treatment.  Priority  to  admission  is  given  according  to 
date  of  registration. 

Other  hospitals,  medical  institutions  and  private  practitioners  have  to  send  their 
cases  to  the  nearest  chest  diseases  dispensary  which  will  apply  this  arrangement  to  each 
case. 

Every  patient,  leaving  the  Sanatorium,  remains  under  the  observation  of  the  com¬ 
petent  dispensary  which  gives  him  and  his  contacts  the  necessary  advice  and  provides 
him  with  further  treatment. 

This  arrangement,  having  been  found  satisfactory,  the  dispensary  at  Old  Cairo,  which 
had  been  annexed  to  Helwan  Sanatorium,  was  cancelled. 

On  January  1 ,  1935,  there  were  at  the  Sanatorium  344  cases.  1 ,1 65  cases  wTere  admitted 
during  the  year  and  1 ,163  discharged.  The  number  remaining  on  January  1,  1936,  was  346. 
450  cases  improved,  505  remained  stationary,  96  became  worse,  and  112  died. 

Further  detailed  statistical  tables  regarding  this  Sanatorium  are  given  at  the  end  of 
the  report. 

In  view  of  the  regular  increase  in  the  number  of  patients,  local  arrangements  were 
made  to  increase  33  beds,  thus  raising  the  number  of  beds  at  the  Sanatorium  to  433,  dis¬ 
tributed  as  follows  :  36  for  first  and  second  class,  80  for  third  class  paying  and  317  for  the 
third  class  non-paying  patients. 

Project  of  a  New  Tuberculosis  Hospital  at  Tanta 

The  Department  is  studying  a  project  of  a  new  tuberculosis  hospital  at  Tanta,  to 
meet  the  needs  of  patients  in  Lower  Egypt.  Preliminary  proceedings  were  made,  the 
site  selected  and  plans  for  the  buildings  were  laid  down. 

Number  of  Patients 

The  number  of  patients  seeking  treatment  during  the  year  at  the  chest  diseases  units 
of  the  Section  was  42,282  or  26  per  cent  more  than  that  of  the  last  year. 

Of  this  number  2,388  or  5 '6  per  cent  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

Educational  Missions 

On  January  8,  1935,  two  medical  officers  were  sent  to  England  on  practical  and  scien¬ 
tific  mission  to  study  tuberculosis  and  were  back  by  January  9,  1936. 

A  Brief  Note  on  the  Work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Branch 

The  programme  laid  down  by  the  Department  in  late  years,  regarding  the  creation 
of  chest  diseases  dispensaries,  is  being  complied  with.  In  1935  there  were  five  dispensaries, 
three  in  Cairo  and  one  at  each  of  Tanta  and  Mansoura.  Daring  1936  a  new  dispensary 
will  be  opened  at  Assiut  and  another  at  Damanhour.  Both  are  fully  equipped  and  await 
securing  suitable  premises. 

Great  difficulties  are  encountered  by  the  Section  in  securing  such  premises  owing  to 
lack  of  spacious  buildings  capable  of  accommodating  such  dispensaries. 

The  Department  has  consequently  decided  to  build  special  premises  provided  with  all 
the  necessary  accommodation. 
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A  dispensary  is  actually  being  built  at  Mansoura.  A  site  for  tbe  Saptia  Dispensary 
is  being  chosen.  The  scheme  will  be  gradually  extended  to  other  dispensaries  as  funds 
permit. 

The  attendance  to  these  dispensaries  was  high  and  the  services  rendered  to  the  public 
were  great,  The  number  of  new  cases  seeking  treatment  was  42,282,  and  the  number  of 
old  cases  was  75,595.  2,388  cases  were  found  positive  for  tuberculosis  of  whom  272  were 

admitted  to  Fouad  Sanatorium,  Helwan. 

Domiciliary  visits,  paid  to  T.B.  cases  under  supervision  of  the  medical  officer,  were 
welcomed  by  the  patients  who  found  that  the  health  visitors  advised  them  as  to  the  hygienic 
methods  of  living  and  the  measures  they  should  adopt  to  avoid  the  spread  of  the  disease  ; 
great  attention  is  also  paid  to  contacts.  Patients  are  advised  to  retire  from  their  business 
and  keep  entirely  at  rest  especially  when  the  practice  of  their  professions  is  a  source  of 
danger  to  the  public. 

Some  provincial  councils  and  local  authorities  have  contributed  towards  supplying 
food  to  necessitous  patients  ;  this  has  greatly  helped  them  carry  out  the  instructions  of 
the  dispensaries.  It  is  hoped  that  this  co-operation  will  flourish  and  assistance  will  be 
extended  to  all  needy  patients. 

There  were  4,100  house  visits  paid  by  the  health  visitors,  and  747  visits  by  the  medical 
officers  themselves  during  the  year. 

The  forwarding  of  cases  suitable  for  sanatoria!  treatment  to  Helwan  Sanatorium, 
produced  good  results. 

Unfortunately,  some  patients  cannot  stay  a  considerable  time  away  from  their 
families  and  the  period  of  their  treatment  was  consequently  much  shorter  than  necessary. 
Many  of  them  left  the  Sanatorium  before  improvement  of  their  conditions,  in  spite  of  advice 
offered  to  them  to  profit  by  their  stay  in  the  Sanatorium. 

idle  Department  having  begun  to  increase  the  number  of  sanatoria  throughout  the 
country,  it  is  hoped  that  better  results  will  be  obtained. 

The  number  of  beds  at  Fouad  Sanatorium  was  increased  from  400  to  433  in  the  last 
two  years.  Further  modification  and  organisation  of  the  Sanatorium  are  being  effected 
to  accommodate  the  maximum  possible  number  of  patients. 

The  tuberculosis  hospital  at  Abbassia,  now  under  construction,  is  expected  to  be 
completed  in  1936  or  early  in  1937.  It  will  begin  with  100  beds  and  gradually  increased 
to  500. 


Dispensary  Treatment 

All  pulmonary  affections  are  admitted  to  the  chest  diseases  dispensaries  and  given 
the  appropriate  treatment,  while  other  affections  are  referred  to  general  hospitals.  Sus¬ 
picious  tuberculous  cases  are  x-rayed,  their  sputum  examined  and  put  under  constant 
observation  by  the  dispensary.  They  are  visited  by  the  health  visitors  and  medical  officers 
and,  when  necessary,  are  advised  to  rest  at  home. 

Every  attention  is  given  to  contacts  by  the  dispensary.  They  are  all  examined  and 
ordered  to  report  themselves  at  once  should  any  symptom  develop.  Thus  it  was  possible 
to  establish  at  once  an  early  diagnosis  of  the  disease.  Special  care  is  taken  by  the  dis¬ 
pensary  of  those  who  are  positive  for  the  Manteaux  test.  They  are  x-rayed  and  provided 
with  the  necessary  treatment  in  order  to  ward  off  the  danger  of  infection  from  contacts 
and  others. 

Early  cases  are  referred  to  Fouad  Sanatorium,  Helwan,  and  advanced  cases  are  put 
under  the  observation  of  the  competent  dispensary  and  visited  by  the  health  visitors  and 
the  medical  officers. 
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III.— LEPROSY  BRANCH 


Leprosy  Colony,  Abu  Zaabal 

(a)  In  view  of  the  vast  area  and  remote  limits  of  the  colony,  and  the  necessity  of 
building  the  staff  quarters  away  from  the  patients,  the  colony"  was  provided  with  a  kilo¬ 
metre  of  “  Dicoville  ”  line,  with  trucks  for  removing  the  sand  required  for  paving  roads 
and  levelling  the  land  in  preparation  for  future  increase  of  accommodation  for  patients. 
Trolleys  were  also  supplied  to  facilitate  the  transport  of  staff  from  their  residence  to  their 
offices.  Thus  it  was  possible  to  pave  and  level  an  area  of  not  less  than  1 0 , 000  square  metres 
of  roads  and  land  by  the  able  lepers  residing  at  the  colony. 

(b)  The  treatment  of  leprosy  being  of  a  prolonged  character,  every  effort  was  made 
to  render  life  in  the  colony  tolerable.  A  club  fitted  with  a  radio  set  was,  therefore,  estab¬ 
lished  within  the  colony  for  the  amusement  of  the  patients,  and  a  canteen  attached 
thereto  for  supplying  them  with  the  necessary  provisions. 

(c)  Trees  have  been  planted  and  gardens  cultivated  to  ameliorate  the  weather.  Some 
portions  of  land  were  reserved  within  the  lepers  quarters  for  cultivation  by  the  patients. 
Vegetables  have  been  cultivated  by  some  of  the  patients  with  the  result  that  large  quan¬ 
tities  of  the  vegetables  supplied  by  contractors  have  been  dispensed  with. 

( d )  In  last  year’s  report,  the  Section  referred  to  the  overcrowded  state  of  the  colony 
and  the  temporary  accommodation,  in  tents,  of  some  lepers.  In  the  Budgetary  Proposals 
for  1936-1937,  the  necessary  credit  for  equipment  of  100  extra  beds  has  been  applied 
for.  There  is  ample  room  for  these  beds  in  the  existing  building  after  utilising  the  unused 
block  reserved  for  leprous  prisoners. 

(e)  On  January  1,  1935,  the  number  of  male  lepers  accommodated  at  the  colony  was 
159.  They  gradually  increased  during  the  year  until  there  were  237  lepers  on  December 
31,  1935.  ' 


Cairo  Leprosy  Hospital 

The  number  of  beds  was  increased  to  75  during  the  year,  with  an  increase  of  25  beds 
over  that  of  last  year,  in  order  to  admit  as  many  female  lepers  as  possible. 

On  January  1,  1935,  the  number  of  female  lepers  was  57  and  increased  to  84  on  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1935. 


Attendance  of  Patients 

The  number  of  patients  seeking  treatment  at  the  leprosy  units  during  the  year  was  1 , 083, 
as  compared  with  1,273  during  the  previous  year.  Of  this  number  584  were  found  positive 
and  the  rest  suffered  from  other  skin  diseases.  The  rate  of  positive  cases  was  53 -9  per 
cent  during  the  year  1935. 

The  total  number  of  patients  applying  for  treatment  at  all  leprosy  units,  since  the 
inauguration  of  the  leprosy  branch,  amounted  to  8,163,  of  whom  there  were  3,661  positive 
lepers.  353  were  repeatedly  registered  at  various  units,  thus  leaving  3,308  lepers  proper 
on  the  registers. 


Leprosy  Sub=c!inics 

During  the  year,  two  leprosy  sub-clinics  were  established  in  connection  with  Tanta 
Leprosy  Clinic,  one  at  Zifta,  opened  on  March  25,  1935,  and  another  at  Shibin  El  Kom,  which 
will  be  inaugurated  early  in  1936.  There  are  now  four  sub  clinics  attached  to  Tanta 
Leprosy  Clinic,  namely  at  Mihalla  El  Kobra,  Kafr  El  Zayat,  Zifta,  and  Shibin  El  Kom. 

This  scheme  of  sub-clinics  will  be  gradually  introduced  to  the  other  clinics  in  order 
to  facilitate  the  attendance  of  patients.  It  is  to  be  remarked  here  that  these  sub-clinics 
do  not  entail  extra  expense  save  the  additional  travelling  expenses  of  the  ambulance. 

Educational  Missions 

On  February  12,  1935,  a  medical  officer  was  sent  on  a  year’s  mission  to  the  Philippine 
Islands  and  India,  to  study  leprosy  and  then  to  England  to  study  skin  diseases. 

Another  mission  is  proposed  for  the  next  year,  to  study  ophthalmia  in  lepers. 
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Conclusion 


Dental  Treatment 

To  facilitate  the  dental  treatment  of  patients  at  the  Cairo  Chest  Diseases  Dispensaries, 
the  Cairo  Leprosy  Hospital  and  the  Abu  Zaabal  Colony,  the  Section  arranged  for  the 
dentist  of  the  Fouad  Sanatorium,  Hehvan,  to  visit  these  units  on  certain  days  of  the  week 
for  the  purpose. 


Cairo  Orphanages 

As  there  are  advanced  tuberculous  cases  attending  the  chest  diseases  dispensaries 
and  Fouad  Sanatorium,  Helwan,  who  will,  on  death,  leave  behind  them  destitute  healthy 
children  who  would  fall  on  evil  days  if  left  without  support,  the  Section  has  approached 
the  competent  authorities  with  a  view  to  accommodating  such  children  at  the  orphanages. 

The  same  procedure  is  applicable  to  children  whose  leprous  father  or  mother  or  both 
are  isolated  for  protection  againest  infection.
